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PREFACE. 


The rules in Pension Regulations for the Army in India- 
are made by the Governor General. The regulations are 
divided into three parts, as follows : — 

Part I — relating to the personnel specified in 
rule 1 thereof. The rules in this part are 
made with the approval of the Secretary of 
State for India. 

Part II — relating to the personnel of the Indian 
Army other than those specified in rule 1 of 
Part I. 

Part III — containing rules relating to delegation of 
powers and pension procedure affecting the 
personnel whose pensions are regulated by 
the rules in Part I and Part II. 

2. In these regulations where reference is made to the 
Governor General it shall, in pursuance of the provisions 
of section 313 (3) of the Government of India Act, 1935, be 
construed as reference to the Governor General in Council 
until the establishment of the Federation.

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PREAMBLE. 

Euwaed, R. & L 

Whereas by Section 136 of the Army Act it is enacted that the 
pay of an officer or soldier of His Majesty’s Regular Forces shall be 
paid without any deduction other than the deductions authorised 
by that or any other Act, or by any Royal Warrant for the time 
being, or by a law passed by the Governor-General of India in 
Council ; 

And whereas it is commanded in the Warrant of Our late Royal 
Mother, dated the 26th October 1900, that the pay, non-effective 
pay, and all other emoluments granted by that Her Warrant to an 
officer, soldier, or other person, shall be held liable to be stopped, 
on the order of Our Secretary of State, to meet any public claim there 
may be against him, any regimental debt that may be due from him, 
or any regimental claim which Our Secretary of State may direct 
him to pay ; 

And whereas We deem it expedient that like provisions shall be 
extended to Our Indian Empire, wherein the provisions of the above 
Warrant, as regards full pay and allowances and other pecuniary 
benefits, are not in force ; 

We do hereby command that the pay, non-effective pay, and all 
other emoluments payable under the Army Regulations, India, to 
an officer, soldier, or other person, shall be held liable to be stopped, 
upon the general or special order of the Governor-General of India 
in Council, to meet any public claim there may be against him, any 
regimental debt that may be due from him, or any regimental claim 
which the Governor-General of India in Council may direct him to 
pay: 

Provided that every case in which any emolument payable to 
an officer, soldier, or other person has been so stopped shall, if such 
officer, soldier, or other person so requires, be reported to the Secre 
tary of State for India in Council who may pass such order thereon 
as he thinks fit. 

Definition . 

“ Public claim ” shall be held to mean any public debt or dis- 
allowance, including any over-issue made through an error as to- 
the facts ; or a deficiency or irregular expenditure of public money or 
stores of which, after due investigation, no explanation satisfactory 
to the Governor-General of India in Council is given by the person 
who is responsible for the same. 

Given at Our Court at St. James’, this 22nd day of February 
. 1902, in the second year of Our Reign.

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2. In exercise of the powers conferred on him by the above Royal 
Warrant, the Governor-General in Council is hereby pleased io direct 
that the pay, non-effective pay, and all other emoluments payable 
under the Army Regulations, India, to any officer, soldier, or other 
person, shall be stopped to meet any public claim there may be 
against him, any regimental debt that may be due from him, or any 
regimental claim which the Governor-General in Council may direct 
him to pay. 

Note. — I n addition to the stoppages enforceable under the above Royal 
Warrant, the Governor- General in Council can also order penal stoppages 
under the provisions of Section 137 (4) of the Army Act, from the pay of 
•officers serving in India.

3. In partial modification of the above orders, the Governor- 
General in Council is pleased to direct that a public claim or regi- 
mental debt shall not be recovered from the wound, injury or dis- 
ability pension of an officer or soldier except under the special orders 
of the Government of India.

CHAPTER I— GENERAL RULES, 

1. Extent of application. 

Unless otherwise provided, the rales in this part shall apply 
to all personnel whose pensions are regulated under Parts I and II 
of these regulations. 

:2, Delay in settlement of pension claims and payment of pension to be 
avoided. 

All officers of Government who are responsible for dealing with 
the pension claims shall bear in mind that delay in the payment of 
pension may involve great hardship and shall do everything in their 
power to prevent or shorten to the utmost such delays. 

8. Premature discussion of questions affecting the pension of an 
individual. 

Questions affecting the pension or pensionable service of an in- 
dividual, the decision of which depends on circumstances known at 
the time may be considered as soon as they arise. Any abstract 
questions, or questions the decision of which depends on possible 
circumstances that may arise in future or in hypothetical conditions, 
shall not be raised or discussed until the individual concerned retires 
or is about to retire. 

4* DefMtiou of certain terms. 

In the following rules 

(<) the phrase “ Indian officers ” shall mean Viceroy's com- 
missioned officers including officers holding honorary 
King’s commissions and commissions as honorary Indian 
commissioned officers in His Majesty’s Indian Land 
Forces. 

(ii) the term “ pension ” shall include gratuity except when it 
is used in contradistinction to the teem “ gratuity ”. 

(in) the phrase “ Indian military pensioners ” shall mean in- 
dividuals pensioned under the rules in Chapter VII of 
Part II of these regulations.

SECTION I — APPLICATIONS. 

18* When an application lor pension or gratuity should be submitted. 

(а) An application for pension or gratuity shall normally be 
submitted as soon as possible after the occurrence of the casualty 
which gives rise to the claim. 

(б) In order, however, to minimise, as far as possible, delays in 
the issue of authority for payment of service pensions, the following 
exceptions shall be made to this rule : — 

(i) It shall be permissible for an individual taking leave pre- 

paratory to retirement, to submit a forma! application 
for pension on proceeding on leave, if a specific declara- 
tion is made of intention to retire at the end of leave and 
if the proposed date of retirement is definitely known. 

(ii) Applications for service pensions and gratuities in res- 
pect of Indian officers, warrant officers, and otbe r ranks 
and enrolled non-combatants (including followers) gov- 
erned by military rules for pension purposes shall be 
submitted to the accounts officer concerned at least one 
month before the individual is due to leave his unit on- 
transfer to the pension establishment. This rule may 
be relaxed in special cases at the discretion of the- 
0. C. unit. 

(c) In the cases referred to in clause (6) above, the sanctioning; 
authority may sanction the pension not more than one month 
before the date from which it has to take effect. 

17. Procedure for the submission and disposal of applications for 
pensions, gratuities, allowances, etc. 

The procedure to be followed in the submission and disposal of 
applications for pensions, gratuities, allowances, commutation of 
pension, etc., shall be as laid down in the following table. The* 
instructions printed on the forms of application and other prescribed- 
forms shall be complied with when applications are submitted.

(n) If, upon the completion of the regular investigation, it be 
found that the pension thus summarily assigned differs from the- 
pension finally settled, the difference shall be adjusted in the first 
subsequent payment. 



34. Advances of family pension to widows of British officers of the 
Indian Army, I. M. S., and B. E. (Indian Army) and departmental 
officers of the I. U. L. 

Widows of deceased British officers of the Indian Army, I. M. S. 
and B. E. (Indian Army) and of departmental officers of the I. U. L., 
who are left temporarily in necessitous circumstances in India,

The procedure for the payment of pensions granted under 
the Pension Warrants relating to the Great War, 1914-19, shall be 
governed by separate orders issued from time to time. 

43. Mode of payment of pension of Indian military pensioners. 

(i) Pensions and allowances attached to decorations, granted to

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12. Identification of a pensioner other than an Indian military 
pensioner. 

(i) Except as provided in clauses (ii) to (iv) below, a pen- 
sioner must take payment in person after the pension paying officer 
has satisfied himself as to his identity. 

(ii) A pensioner specially exempted by the Local Government 
from personal appearance, a female pensioner not accustomed to 
appear in public or a pensioner who is unable to appear in conse- 
quence of bodily illness or infiimity may receive his or her pension 
through a representative upon the production of a life certificate 
? signed by a responsible officer of Government or by some other well- 
known and trustworthy person. 

(in) A pensioner who produces a life certificate signed by some 
person exercising the powers of a magistrate under the Criminal 
Procedure Code or by any Registrar or Sub-Registrar under the 
Registration Act, or by any pensioned officer who before retirement 
exercised the powers of a magistrate, or by a chaplain or any gazett- 
ed officer of Government or by a munsiff or by any person holding 
’.a Government title is also exempted from personal appearance. 

(iv) In cases referred to in clauses (ii) and (in), the pension 
paying officer must take precautions to prevent impositions, and 
must, at least once a year, require proof independent of that fur- 
nished by the life certificate, of the continued existence of the pen- 
sioner. For this purpose he shall (save in cases of exemption from 
personal appearance granted by the Local Government) require 
the personal attendance and due identification of all male pensioners 
who are not incapacitated by bodily illness or infirmity from so 
attending, and in all cases when such inability may be alleged, he 
shall require proof thereof in addition to the proof submitted 
8 of fh e pensioner’s existence. A pensioner of commissioned rank may 
be privately identified by the pension paying officer and need not 
be required to appear at a public office. 

(v) The pension paying officer shall be personally responsible 
for any payment wrongly made. In case of doubt he should con- 
sult the C. M. A. & P. 

5Z. Identification ox an Indian military pensioner. 

(i) Except as provided below a pensioner must apply in 
person for his pension and he shall be identified by comparison 
with his descriptive roll and pension certificate. 

(if) I* 1 the case of severely wounded and infirm Indian military 
pensioners, and female pensioners who are not accustomed to 
■ appear in public, personal attendance is not necessary. Payment 
-shall be made to a representative of the pensioner on the production

(a) the pensioner’s pension certificate. 
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(b) a certificate signed by a responsible Government officer 

or by some other well-known and trustworthy person 
that the pensioner is alive. The certificate must hear 
the impression of the ball of the thumb of the pensioner’s 
left hand, taken in the presence of that officer or person. 

(c) a written authority from the pensioner to the representative 

bearing the pensioner’s thumb impression, together 
with a specimen of the signature or thumb impression 
of the representative. 

(in) If the certificate referred to at (ii) (b) is given by a Viceroy’s 
commissioned officer, a sub-inspector of police, a sub -postmaster 
drawing not less than Rs. 50 per mensem, a tehsildar, a village 
headman, a patti patwari (in the case of Garhwali pensioners resi- 
dent in Kumaon), or the head of the village panchayat , who is 
acquainted with the pensioner, it shall be accepted by the pension 
disbursing officer, if he has no reason to doubt the veracity of such 
a certificate. He shall inform the pensioner’s representative of 
any further guarantee which he may require to safeguard the 
payment being received by the correct person. He shall also make 
independent enquiries once a year to satisfy himself that the pen- 
sioner is still alive. 


(iv) In the case of a Gurkha pensioner living beyond the borders 
of British India, who is physically unable to apply for his pension 
in person, His Britannic Majesty’s Envoy Extraordinary and Minister 
Plenipotentiary at the Court of Nepal shall arrange for the payment 
of the pension through a responsible Durbar official ; and in the 
case of a pensioner residing in Sikkim or Bhutan the Political Officer 
there shall make the payment. If such a pensioner, however, desires 
to draw his pension in British India, payment may be made in India 
to a representative under the condition prescribed above, but the 
life certificate shall be signed by either two male miiitaiy pensioners 
(not below the rank of havildar), or by a pensioned Gurkha officer, 
acquainted with the pensioner. The pensioner shall, however, 
make one journey to the pension paying officer concerned and state 
personally to him that he desires his pension to be paid in future 
through, a representative ; this representative shall accompany the 
pensioner in order to admit of his identification marks being re- 
corded by the pension paying authority. 


The names and particulars of such pensioners shall be reported 
to H. B. M.’s Envoy Extraordinary and Minister Plenipotentiary, 
who should, at the same time, be requested to obtain once a year a 
life certificate from the Nepal Government for every such pensioner 
residing in Nepal. 




(i) A pensioner resident in India may draw Ms or her pension 
through a duly authorised agent approved by the Governor General. 
The agent must execute a bond to refund overpayments and pro- 
duce at least once a year a life certificate signed by any of the 
persons authorised by rule 52 to sign such certificates. In such a 
case a pensioner shall be exempted from personal appearance at 
the treasury to receive Ms or her pension. 

(ii) A pensioner not resident in India may draw Ms or her 
pension in India through a duly authorised agent, who must either 
produce a certificate by a magistrate, a notary, a banker or a minister 
of religion, on each occasion, that the pensioner was alive on the 
date to which Ms pension is claimed, or execute a bond with the 
Governor General to refund overpayments and produce such a 
certificate as aforesaid at least once a year. 

(Hi) The pension of an individual drawing pension through an 
agent who has executed a bond to refund overpayments shall 
not be paid on account of a period of more than a year after the 
date of the life certificate last received and the accounts and pension 
paying officers shall be on the watch for authentic information of 
the death of any such pensioner, and on receipt thereof, shall prompt- 
ly stop further payments. 

55. Payment of pension by money orders. 

Payment of pensions up to Rs. 50 per mensem may be made 
by postal money order at the option of the pensioner, the money 
order commission being deducted from the amount of pension. 
This rule shall apply only to pensions paid by treasuries. 

56. Certificate of re-employment. 

(i) A pensioner drawing pension in India shall be required to 
append to his bill a certificate showing whether or not during the 
period for which pension is claimed he was re-employed, or em- 
ployed under Government. In cases where pension is not permitt- 
ed to be drawn during employment or re-employment under Go- 
vernment under the rules in Part I or Part II of these regulations, 
payment of pension shall be stopped. 

(ii) Heads of offices employing pensioners in an official capa- 
city shall take action as under : — 

(«) Pensioners re-enlisted or holding appointments wMch 
under rule are required to be held by enrolled men 
and * 

individuals in receipt of family pension or children’s 
allowance. : — 
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A report shall be made to the C. M. A. & P. The heads of 
offices shall at the same time take possession of the 
individual's pension papers, noting thereon the period 
during which he is re-employed. 

(b) Pensioners re-employed in a civil capacity, whose pay is 
fixed under Article 526 C. S. B. — 

A report shall be made to the C. M. A. concerned. 

57. Payment of arrears of pension to pensioners who neglect to draw 

their pensions for a long period. 

See Section II of Chapter IV. 

58. Reduction or forfeiture of pension of an Indian military pensioner 
who is convicted of a serious crime or is guilty of grave mis- 
conduct. 

(a) Crime or misconduct not of a 'political nature . — If an Indian 
military pensioner is convicted of a serious crime by a oourt of law 
or is guilty of grave misconduct, which is not of a political nature, 
(see rule 205, Part II of these regulations), the following procedure 
shall'be followed : — 

(i) If a pensioner is sentenced to imprisonment for a crimi- 
nal offence, his pension shall be suspended from the 
date of his imprisonment and the case reported at once 
by the C. M. A. and P. for the orders of the competent 
authority. In a case where a pensioner is kept in police 
or jail custody as an under-trial prisoner and is even- 
tually sentenced to a term of imprisonment for a crimi- 
nal offence, the suspension of pension shall take effect 
from the date of imprisonment only. 

(U) The competent authority shall decide in consultation 
with the C. M. A. & P., and if necessary, with the civil 
authorities also, whether the offence is a serious one 
and if so, he shall order the removal of the pensioner’s 
name from the pension list, from the date of the com- 
mencement of his imprisonment. Pension thereupon 
shall cease to be payable from that date. 

(in) If the competent authority decides that the offence 
is not so serious as to justify the removal of the pen- 
sioner's name from the pension list, it shall not be re- 
moved; the payment of, arrears of pension due frpin 
date of last payment before imprisonment shall be 
made on release from prison. 

(iv) If a pensioner is sentenced to imprisonment for a criminal 
offence by a lower court but is acquitted, on appeal, 
by a higher court, the pension withheld shall be restor- 


ed. 






(v) If a pensioner is imprisoned for debt, pension shall con- 

tinue to be paid. 

(vi) If a pensioner is guilty of grave misconduct not falling 

under the preceding clauses, it shall at once be reported 
to the competent authority who may, if he considers it 
justifiable, order the suspension of his pension from a 
date to be specified. The competent authority shall 
subsequently investigate the case in consultation with 
the 0. M. A. & P. and the civil authorities, if necessary, 
and may withhold, reduce or continue the pension in 
full from a date to be specified by him not earlier than 
the date of original suspension. 

(b) Crime or misconduct of a political nature. 

If a pensioner is convicted of a crime or is guilty of misconduct, 
of a political nature, (see rule 205 of Part II of these regulations), 
his case shall forthwith be reported by the C. M. A. & P. to the 
competent authority, who, on the recommendation of the local 
government or administration concerned, may order the forfeiture 
of his pension (service and disability pensions, family pension 
drawn by adult males only, and children’s allowance) from a date 
to be specified. In a case in which the pensioner is sentenced to 
imprisonment, pension shall, pending the orders of the competent 
authority, be suspended from the date of his imprisonment. 

59. Restoration of a pension forfeited under the preceding rule. 

A pension reduced, withheld or forfeited under rule 205 of Part 
II of these regulations may be restored in full or in part by the 
competent authority in consultation -with the local government or 
administration concerned in political cases and with the C. M. A. 
& P. and the civil authorities, if necessary, in other cases. In'the 
case of a pensioner undergoing imprisonment any action under this 
rule shall only be taken on his application after release, but, in no 
case, shall pension be sanctioned for the period of imprisonment 
in jail for a serious crime. 

60. Payments in respect of deceased pensioners other than Indian 
military pensioners. 

(i) Pension is payable for the date of a pensioner’s death. 

(ii) Subject to the provisions of clause (in), arrears of pension 
due to the estate of a deceased pensioner may be paid to the legal 
heir on production of certified copy of the probate of the will, 
it any, left by the deceased, or letters of administration granted - 
by a court of law or an indemnity certificate signed by two res- 
ponsible persons that the claimant is the legal heir and' that they 
hold themselves responsible for the refund of the amount paid in 
the event of any future claim being preferred. If the legal heir 
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} is a minor, payment shall be made to the legal guardian or when 

j there is none, to the person appointed by a Court of Law. 

(Hi) Claims to arrears of pension preferred after the expiration 

i of one year from the pensioner’s death, may be admitted in full 

i by the C. M. A. & P., if he is satisfied with the claimant’s explana- 

| tion for the delay ; if he is not satisfied with the explanation, he 

shall obtain the orders of the Governor General. In the case of 
King’s commissioned officers of the Indian Services (excluding those 
of the I. U. L. and I. M. D.) and Indian commissioned officers, 
however, all such arrear claims shall be submitted for the orders of 
the Governor General. 

61. Payment in respect of deceased Indian military pensioners. 

J ( i ) Subject to the following conditions, arrears of pensions 

\ claimed in respect of a deceased Indian military pensioner wit hin 
three years of his or her death shall be investigated and paid to the 
| heirs of the deceased by the pension disbursing officer responsible

I (it) Claims preferred after the expiration of three years from the

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I (Hi) Claims to arrears of pension on account of deceased Gurkha

62. Attachment of pension by civil courts. 

No pension whether due or to become due can be attached by 
process of any court until it has actually been paid. No pensioner 
can assign or sell any interest in respect of a pension not then due. 

63. Transfers in India. 

(i) The C. M. A. & P. or the pension disbursing officer con- 
cerned may, on application and on sufficient cause being shown 
permit transfer of payment of a pension from one paying station 
to another in India. 

(ii) The C. M. A. & P. may permit transfer of the recipient of a 
capitation allowance from one recognised institution to another 
specified in Appendix III without prejudice to the grant of capita- 
tion allowance, if such a course is certified by the local doctor to 
be necessary for medical reasons. 

64. Payment of rupee rates of pension in India in cases where pension 
is expressed in alternative rupee and sterling rates. 

A pensioner drawing pension in India at the rupee rates who pro- 
ceeds to England or a country where the sterling rate is payable 
(see Part II), shall be paid pension at the rupee rate up to and for 
the day preceding embarkation. 

65. Payment of a compassionate allowance to the widow or child 
of a Viceroy’s commissioned officer. 

The payment of a compassionate allowance granted to the 
widow or child of a Viceroy’s commissioned officer whose death is 
not attributable to military service shall be made in the same 
manner as a family pension granted to an Indian military pensioner. 
If an individual who has been granted the allowance does not appear 
to draw it within three months (twelve months, in the case of bene- 
ficiaries residing in Nepal) of the date on which it fell due for pay- 
ment, the C. M. A. & P. shall ascertain the cause of the non-appear- 
ance and report to the A. G. in India all eases in which the allow- 
ances have been surrendered by the death or disqualification of the 
recipient. 

66. Payment of 0. B. I. allowance. 

, °/ * he allowance admissible to a pensioned mem- 

ber of the Order of British India shall be made in the same manner 
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as Ms pension. All deaths among pensioned members of the 
0. B. I. shall be reported to the A. G. in India by the C. M. A. & P. 
as soon as they come to notice. 

67. Issue of supplementary instructions by the C. M. A. and P. and 
the Director-General, Posts and Telegraphs. 

Supplementary instructions for the payment of pensions by 
the pension disbursing officers on matters of detail not provided 
for in these rules may be issued by the 0. M. A. & P. with the con- 
currence of the Military Accountant General. 

In regard to pensions paid by the post offices, such supple- 
mentary instructions may be issued by the Director General, Posts 
and Telegraphs, with the concurrence of the C. M. A. & P. 
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SECTION HI. — PAYMENT IN THE U. K., BRITISH DOMINION 
COLONY OR POSSESSION, AND TRANSFERS OF PAY- 
MENT FROM ONE COUNTRY TO ANOTHER. 

71. Payment in the U. K. 


(i) When an individual, who has been granted a pension by 
the authorities in India proceeds to the U. K. and desires that 
payment of the pension from the date of its commencement should 
he made in the U. K. or when a pensioner drawing pension in 
India or in a colony in direct account with the Government of 
India proceeds to the U. K. and desires transfer of its payment 
to that country, the C. M. A. & P. shall issue a last pension certi- 
ficate to the individual and. forward to the Accountant General, 
India Office, London, a duplicate thereof, together with a copy of 
the order of the Governor General or other authority granting the 
pension. The forwarding letter shall always specify the date from 
which payments should be made by the India Office. In the case 
of the transfer of the pension of a pensioner who was drawing it 
in India or in a colony in direct account with the Government of 
India, the last pension certificate shall show him or her paid up to 
and for the day preceding embarkation. In the case of the transfer 
of the payment of a pension or allowance granted at the ordinary 
rate to a widow or child of a King’s commissioned officer, depart- 
mental officer or departmental warrant officer, class I, a copy of 
the statement of means submitted on admission to pensioii to- 
gether with a copy of the latest annual statement of means fur- 
nished by the pensioner, shall be sent to the India Office with the 
duplicate last pension certificate. 


(££) A King s commissioned officer, or a departmental officer 
or a _ departmental warrant officer, class I, of the I. U. L. whose 
pension is fixed solely at sterling rates, may draw his pension 
m the U. K whilst residing in India.

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CHAPTER IV.— LIMITATION OF CLAIMS. 

SECTION I.— FIRST CLAIMS FOR PENSION OR ALLOWANCE ANB 
CLAIMS FOR GRATUITIES. 

77. General provisions. 

Save as otherwise provided in this section — 

(t) first claims for pension or allowance and claims for gra- 
tuity, under military rules, preferred within twelve 
months of the date on which they fall due shall be en- 
tertained and paid with full arrears, if otherwise in 
order ; 

(ii) those which are not preferred within that period may be 
admitted with full arrears, if the pension sanctioning 
authority concerned is satisfied with the claimants 
explanation for the delay in their submission ; if he is 
not satisfied with the explanation, such claims shall be 
submitted for the orders of the Governor General. 


78. Special provisions in respect of widows of King’s commissioned 
officers and of certain others. 

In the case of widows of King’s commissioned officers of the 
Indian Service, Indian commissioned officers, departmental officers 
and warrant officers, class I, of the I. U. L. and I. M. D., and soldiers 
of the Auxiliary Force, India, pension shall normally be awarded 
from the date of application. Arrears prior to that date shall be 
paid as follows s— 

(i) If application for pension is made within six months of 
the officer’s, warrant officer’s or soldier’s death, full 
arrears shall be paid.

(ii) If failure to apply for pension within six months of the 
officer’s, warrant officer’s or soldier’s death is, in the 
opinion of the pension sanctioning authority, due to 
some satisfactory cause (e.g., serious illness of the 
widow) payment of arrears prior to the date of appli- 
cation shall ordinarily be limited to a period of six 
months. 

(in) If a widow is unable to furnish a statement or a reason- 
able estimate of her income in cases where such a state- 
ment is necessary, within six months of her husband’s 
death but completes and submits her application for 
pension within that period, full arrears shall be paid,, 
if subsequently found eligible for pension. 
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79. Special provisions in respect of families of Indian officers, Indian 
warrant officers, Indian other ranks, reservists and enrolled and 
unenrolled non-combatants and followers, eligible for familv 
pension under military rules. 

(a) Subject to the provisions of sub-clause ( b ) below 

(*') first claims for family pension in respect of the categories 
specified above, preferred within twelve months of the 
date on which they fall due shall be dealt with in accord- 
anee with the general provisions in rule 77. 

(ii) such claims preferred after twelve months of the due 
date shall also be dealt with in accordance with the 
general provisions in rule 77, if the pension sanctioning 
authority is satisfied with tlie claimant’s explanation 
for die delay in the submission of the claims ; if he is 
not satisfied with the explanation the claims shall be 
admitted from the date of local application, with arrears 
tor the following periods prior to that date :

80. Claims for reckoning former service for pension and gratuity. 

All claims to count former service for pension submitted by 
officers commanding units will, if otherwise in order, he admitted 
by the C. M. A. concerned, hut in cases where the delay in preferr- 
ing a claim exceeds • 2 months from the date when it fell due, the 
matter will be brought to the notice of the superior administrative 
authority for such action as may be deemed necessary. 

81. Definition of the term “ claimant ” for the purpose of claims of 
Indian military pensioners.

Claims preferred after the expiration of one 
year and within three years shall be entertained and paid by the 
competent authority if it is satisfied with the claimant’s explanation 
lor the delay m drawing the pension. 


( n ) If after the expiration of three years no explanation has 
been received of the cause of a pensioner failing to draw his pension 
he shall be struck off the pension establishment. If he thereafter 
reappears to draw his pension he may be readmitted to the pension 
establishment if he accounts for his neglect to draw the pension to 
the satisfaction of a competent authority. That authority shah 
at its discretion, grant or withhold the arrears of the pension or any 
portion thereof.

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CHAPTER V. — RECOVERIES AND 0FERP AYMENTS . 


88* Recovery of public claims, regimental debts and regimental 
claims from pensions*

89. Mode of recovery of public claims (other than overpayments of | 

pensions), regimental debts and regimental claims. | 

Public claims, other than those on account of overpayment of I 

pensions (for which see rule 92, et. seq.), regimental debts and I 

regimental claims wMch the Governor General directs an individual 1 

to pay, shall be adjusted as follows : — j 

(i) Retrenchments on account of excess issues of pay and un- 
authorised expenditure, stoppages other than those awarded under 
the Army Act or the Indian Army Act, the value of losses and all 
other claims for which Government holds an officer liable, and India 
Office claims, shall be recovered in monthly instalments of one-third 
of pension until the full claim is liquidated. A competent authority 
may, if if is satisfied that there are reasonable grounds for such a 
course, which must be recorded in writing, relax this rule and order* 
recoveries to be made in smaller amounts which in no case shall 
exceed twelve instalments in number. 

(ii) In the case of public claims and debts referred to in the 
Preamble to these regulations, other than those specified 
in sub-clause (i) above, and regimental debts which are not 
disputed, the C. 0. of the person against whom the claim is made 
or from whom the debt is due may order the recovery of the amount 
from Ms pension in such instalments as the 0. C. considers reason- 
able, If in the case of a regimental debt the person from whom it 
is due disputes the correctness of the amount or repudiates his liabi- 
lity, such debt becomes a regimental claim and shall be recovered 

only under the orders of the Governor General. ; 

(Hi) Recoveries from wound, injury or disability pension shall 
require the special orders of the Governor General (see Preamble). 

(iv) If the individual is eligible for a gratuity in lieu of a pension 
or if he has commuted a portion of Ms pension, the whole amount 
of the claim shall be recovered in one instalment from the gratuity 
or commuted mine of the pension, as the case may be. 
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92. Overpayments of pension in India not due to an error in law 
(including a misinterpretation of rules and orders)-— how ad- 
justed. 


Overpayments of pension not due to an error in law (including

In both the types of cases specified above a report aha.ll - he 
made to the competent authority. Pending the orders of 
that authority, no recovery of the overpayment shall be 
made. 


(c) Action to be taken by the competent authority. 

(i) The competent authority, on receipt of the reports speei 
fiedm clauses (a) (nj and ( b ) of this rule, shall decide 
subject to the condition laid down in sub -clause (ii 
below, whether the whole or any portion of the over- 
payment shall be recovered or written off and shall 
communicate his orders to the C. M. A. & P 
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(ii) Overpayments made during the twelve months preced- 
ing the date of challenge in audit shall not be written 
off, unless it is absolutely impossible to effect recovery. 

(d) How recovery is made. — If it is decided to enforce recovery 
and a pension is payable, it shall be effected in instal- 
ments of one-third of the pension, unless otherwise spe- 
cified in the orders.

- (U) If no pension is admissible, payment shall cease imme- 
diately the fraud is detected and a report of the cir- 
cumstances leading to the overpayment shall be sub- 
mitted to the competent authority. 

(b) Those not challenged in audit within twelve months from the 

date of payment , including those made partly within 
twelve months and partly at a date or dates more than- 
twelve months anterior to the date of challenge. 

If a pension is payable, payment shall be made at the correct 
rate as soon as the fraud is detected. 

If no pension is admissible, payment shall cease imme- 
diately the fraud is detected. 

In both types of cases a report of the circumstances shall 
be made to the competent authority. Pending the 
orders of that authority no recovery of the over- 
payment shall be made. 

(c) Action to be taken by the competent authority. 

(i) The competent authority, on receipt of the reports 
specified in clauses (a) (ii) and (b) of this rule shall 
decide, subject to the condition laid down in sub- 
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clause (ii) below, whether the whole or any portion of 
the overpayment shall be recovered or written off or 
whether the pension shall be withheld wholly or reduc- 
ed and if so, permanently or temporarily. Any 
amount withheld under this rule shall be adjusted 
against the overpayment to the extent necessary. 

(ii) Overpayment made during the twelve months preceding 
the date of challenge in audit shall not be written off, 
unless it is absolutely impossible to effect recovery! 

(d) How recovery is made. 

If it is decided to enforce recovery and a pension is payable, 
it shall be effected in instalments of one-third of the’ 
pension, unless otherwise specified in the orders. If 
it is decided to enforce recovery and no pension is 
payable, the method of recovery shall be decided by 
the competent authority, in consultation with the 
C. M. A. & P. 

93. Overpayments of pension in India due to an error in law, in- 
cluding those due to a misinterpretation of rules and orders. 

These overpayments shall not be recovered but shall be reported 
to the Governor General through the Military Accountant General, 
if, m any particular case, there is a doubt or difference of opinion 
on tms point between the accounts officer and the looal military 
authorities, the case shall be submitted for the orders of the 
Governor General through the Military Accountant General. 

94. Overpayments in India on account of the grant of two family 
pensions to one Indian military family pensioner. 

Overpayments made consequent on the erroneous grant of more 
than one family pension to the same pensioner may be written off 
by the competent authority provided that it is established that the

f&lse certificates of widowhood or non-marriage. 

Overpayments of pension obtained by female pensioners on 
presentation of false certificates of continued widowhood shall ir- 
respective of the amount involved, be referred to the competent 
authority for orders ns to the manner m which the sum fraudulently 
drawn by the alleged widow shall be recovered from the pensioners 
Si s^ed the ^false certificates. Unless the pensioners who signed 
such a certificate can offer a satisfactory explanation other than°that 
they were ignorant of the widow's remarriage, the sum obtained 
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by the alleged widow with the aid of the certificate shall be recovered 
from the pensioners who signed it in shares proportionate to the 
pension which they are receiving, subject to the proviso that the 
monthly pension of each pensioner shall not be reduced by more than 
one-third. In a case of this nature no discretion shall be vested 
in the competent authority to waive the recovery from the certi- 
fying pensioners of the amount irregularly paid. 

The provisions of this rule shall also apply mutatis mutandis 
to overpayments of pension made to female pensioners who submit 
false non-marriage certificates. 

96. Overpayments of pension not due to an error in law (including 
a misinterpretation of rules and orders) to pensioners residing in 
colonies having a direct account with the Government of India—* 
how adjusted. 

Overpayments of pension not due to an error in law (including 
a misinterpretation of rules and orders) shall be dealt with as 
follows : —

CHAPTER VI.— PROCEDURE FOR COMMUTATION OF PEN- 
SIONS. 

SECTION I. 

(1) KING’S COMMISSIONED OFFICERS OF THE INDIAN SER- 

VICES, DEPARTMENTAL OFFICERS AND DEPART- 
MENTAL WARRANT OFFICERS, CLASS I, OF THE 
I. U. L. AND SOLDIER MECHANICS OF THE I. 0. D. 

(2) INDIAN COMMISSIONED OFFICERS. 

106. Extent of application. 

The rules in this section shall apply to the pensioners belonging 
to the’categories specified above, who desire to commute a portion 
of their pension.

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APPENDIX VL 

{Referred to in rules 108 and 122,) 

Instructions for the verification of date of birth for purposes of 
commutation of pension of officers* 

The following procedure shall be observed with regard to the veri- 
fication of the date of birth for purposes of commutation of pension of 
officers granted pension under Indian regulations. The provisions of 
this Appendix shall apply to King’s commissioned officers of the Indian 
Army and the I. M. S. including those of the British Service granted 
pension under Indian regulations, officers of the Royal Engineers (Indian 
Army,) Indian commissioned officers, of His Majesty’s Indian Land Forces 
including those of the I. M. S., Special List Quartermasters of Indian 
Army, departmental officers of the India Unattached List, and I. M. D. 
irrespective of whether they were commissioned from the ranks or given 
direct commissions. They shall not apply to warrant officers of the 
I. U. L. and I. M. D, and soldier mechanics of the I. 0. D. 

2. Officers who apply for commutation of pension shall produce the 
following evidence as to date of birth, as commutation is based upon the 
true age in every case, irrespective of the age accepted for other official 
purposes ; — 

(i) European and Anglo-Indian officers . — (a) A certificate of birth 
(or, in the case of those born in tbe United Kingdom, a certified extract 
from tbe Register of Births, etc., which shall be obtained by the applicant 
from the Registrar General, General Registry Office, Somerset House) 
ffiall be attached to the application. 

(b) Where a certificate of birth is not obtainable the date of birth 
shown on a baptismal certificate shall be accepted. 

(c) Officers who are unable to produce proof of age as specified in 
clauses (a) and (b) shall produce statutory declarations bearing on their 
age from elder brothers or sisters, other relatives or solicitors who may 
have dealt with family affairs ; or any old family records, e.g., family 
bibles or books, etc., containing entries throwing light on the officer’s 
date of birth or baptism. Such evidence shall be accepted. 

(ii) Officers who are Indians. — (a) Where the date of birth has been 
formally recorded in a register kept by any public officer in British 
India, an extract from the register, duly certified by the proper official, 
shall be produced by the applicant. It shall be accepted as sufficient 
proof in support of the date of birth. 

(6) When the above proof is not obtainable, the C. M. A. & P., Lahore 
on receipt of the application for commutation shall request the magistrate 
of the district or the chief presidency magistrate or political officer of the 
state in which the applicant’s family resides, to make enquiries as to the 
true age of the applicant. The magistrate or chief presidency magis- 
trate or political officer to whom such application is forwarded shall call 
upon the applicant to appear before him or before a first class magistrate 
or presidency magistrate to produce evidence of the date of his birth. 
Tb$ magistrate or political officer shall carefully examine the value of the

evidence given, and forward a summary of the same, together with certi- 
fied copies of all documents tendered, recording his comments and 
opinions, to the 0. M. A. & R, Lahore. The documentary evidence which 
an applicant is normally expected to produce, comprises - 

the horoscope ; 

family books ; 

the record of admission in the registers of the school or schools in 
which the applicant was educated and also a record of the 
applicant’s age at various periodical school examinations ; 

if the applicant is matriculated, a certified copy of his application - 
to the Registrar or of his matriculation certificate. 

Oral testimony of persons acquainted with the applicant’s family or 
otherwise able to give relevant evidence shall also he taken, and the 
applicant shall comply, to the best of his ability, with any requisition 
the magistrate or political officer, as the case may be, may make in 
order to clear up any doubt as to the purport of the documentary proof. 

If the magistrate or political officer, as the case may be, is satisfied 
with the papers submitted, he shall issue a certificate in the following 
form setting out the nature of the evidence produced by the applicant : —
